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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's amendment introduces a number of new issues requiring further consideration by changing the 
dependency of numerous dependent claims from that previously presented. More particualrly, with over 300 claims presented in this 
application, the examiner is simply not allotted the time required to account for all of the claims (pending and cancelled), to check the new 
dependencies for duplicative claims and 112 issues (i.e. antecedent basis problems.conflicting limitations, support in the specification etc.) 
Additionally, it is noted that just putting applicant's tangled web of dependent claims in a claim tree identifies at least claims 304 and 305 
as being dependent on cancelled claims. Applicant is strongly encouraged to reduce the number of claims to a reasonably manageable 
level.. 
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
